is not relaxing its watch.” 
General Hata made the statem ent 
in an address to the opening ses­ 
sion of the diet (parliam ent), fol­ 
lowing the foreign policy report of 
Hachlro Arita, foreign minister, who 
expressed ’Japan'a hope of putting 
her trade relatione with tile United 
States back on a treaty basis. 
H ie 
foreign 
office, 
meanwhile, 
issued a brief communique on the 
breakdown of Russian-Japanese ne­ 
gotiations at Harbin. Manchoukuo, 
reporting that the mixed boundary 
commission had decided to adjourn 
and leave the question of dem ar­ 
cation “to be decided at a later 
date.” 
Arita’s address, the annual for­ 
eign minister’s report at the open­ 
ing session of the diet, canvassed 
the whole range of Japan’s inter­ 
national relations. Unlike last year, 
when 
the diet applauded 
wildly 
over plans for Japan's "new order” 
in East Asia. Arita’s summary was 
met with dead silence. 
W ithout setting forth concrete 
plans, Foreign Minister Arita out­ 
lined these general themes of Jap­ 
anese foreign policy:
